Lord God, father euerlaſting, and full of 
pitie, wee acknowledge and conſeſſe, 
that wee be not worthie to lift vp our eies to 
he auen much leſſe to preſent our ſelues be- 
jore thy maictie, with confidence that thou 
vllt heaze. ver praiers andgrant our requeſts, 
it wee conſider our owne deſeruings for our 
conſciences do accuſe vs, and our ſinnes wit- 
nelle againſtys, and we know that thou art an 
Ypright judge, which deeſt nor iuſtifie the 
þgucrs & wicked men; but puniſheſtthe faults

of al ſuch as tranſgreſſe chy commandements., 
Yet moſt merciful father ſince it bath pleaſed 
thee to command vs to call on thee in all our 
troubles and aduetſities, promiſing enen then 
to help vs, when we feele our ſelues as ie 
were ſwallowed vp of death and deſperation, 
we vtterly renounce all worldly confidence, 
andflee to thy ſoneraign bountie, as our only 
ſtay and refuge: bee ſeeching thee not ts call 
to remembrance our manifold ſinves & wie- 
kednes, whereby wee continually prouoke 
thy wrath and indignation againſt vs, neither 
our negligence & vnkindnes which haue ne i- 
ther worthely eſteemed.nor in our lines ſufft- 
ciently exprefſed the ſweet comfort of thy 
Goſpell reuealed vato vs: but rather to ac- 
cept the obedience and death of thy Sonne 
Leſus Chriſt . who by offering vp his bedie in 
ſacrifice once forall [hath made a ſufficient 
recompence for all our ſinnes. Haue mercy 
therefore vpenvs(O Lord)and forgiue vs our 
offences. Teach vs by thy holie ſpirit, that we 
may rightly wey them , and earneſtly repent 
fer the ſame. And ſo much the rather (O Lord) 
becauſe that the reprobate and ſuch as them 
haſt forſaken, can not praiſe thee, nor call 
vpon thy name: but the repenting hart, the 
ſorrowfull mind, the confcience oppreſſed, 
hungring and thirſting for thy grace ſhal euer 
ſer forth thy praiſe and glorie. And albeit we 
be but wol mes and duſt, yet thou art our Cre- 
ator, and we be the worke of thy handes : yea 
thou art our Father, and we thy children, thou 
att our Shephear d and wee thy flack, thou art 
our redeemer and we thy people whom thon 
haſt bouglit: thou art our God, and we thine 
inheritance. Correct vs not therefore in thing 
anger (o Lorde) neither according to our de- 
ſerts puniſh vs, but mercifully chaſtiſe vs 
with a fatherly affecti on, that the world may 
know, that at what time ſoeuer a ſinner doth 
repent him of his ſin, from the bottom of his 
heart. thou wilt put away his wickednetle 
out of thy remembrance, as thou haſt promi · 
ſed by thy holie Prophet. | 
Finally, foraſmuch as It hath pleaſed, 
thee to make the night for man to reſt in, as 
thou haſt ordained him the day to trauell in. 
grant(© moſt mercifull Father) that we may 
ſo take earbedely ret, that our ſoules may 
cotinually watch for the time that our Lord 
eſus Chri ſt ſhall appeare for our delinerance 
out of this mortall life: and in the meane 
ſeaſon, ihat we(not ouerceme by any fantaſies. 
dreams or other temprations) may fully fer 
our minds vpon thee; loue thee, feare thee, 
and reſtin thee. Furthermore, that our ſle: pe 
be not exceſsiue or ouermuch after the inſa- 
tiable deſires of the fleſh, but only ſufſicient 
ot content our weak natui e, that weo may be 
better diſpoſed to line in all godly con- 
uzrſation to the glorie of thy holy 
name, and profit of our bre- 
thren. So be it. 
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
